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FOREWORD 


The  ROP  Random  Sample  Test,  page  11,  is  a new  feature  in  the  ROP  program.  This  test  is  optional 
with  all  ROP  breeders  and  the  results  may  be  published  in  addition  to,  or  in  lieu  of,  the  regular  ROP 
Summary  Report.  The  test  may  be  conducted  either  on-the-farm  or  at  a central  location. 

For  each  entry  in  this  test  an  unselected  sample  of  chicks  was  taken  at  hatching  time  by  the  ROP 
Inspector.  There  was  no  culling  at  any  time  and  all  available  pullets  were  housed.  The  chicks  were 
identified  with  sealed,  official  bands  from  hatching  time  until  the  end  of  the  test,  500  days  after 
hatching.  At  that  time  the  ROP  Supervisor  submitted  to  the  Animal  and  Poultry  Husbandry  Research 
Branch,  for  publication,  a summary  for  each  test  flock. 

The  records  for  the  regular  ROP  Summary,  pages  12  to  2]  are  collected  on  the  breeder's  own  premises 
and  under  the  supervision  of  the  R.  O.  P.  Supervisor  and  R.  O.  P.  Inspector  of  the  respective  States. 

At  the  end  of  the  trapnest  period  the  ROP  Supervisor  furnishes  the  APH  Branch  for  publication  a 
summary  for  each  candidate  flock.  A breeder  may  use  either  a 300-  or  365-day  qualifying  period  for 
U.  S.  R.  O.P.  The  minimum  qualifying  egg  production  requirements  for  the  300-day  qualifying  period 
is  60  percent  production  (180  eggs)  in  300  days,  while  that  of  the  36 5 -day  qualifying  period  is  200  eggs 
in  365  days. 

The  detailed  provisions  of  the  National  Poultry  Improvement  Plan,  on  which  these  results  are  based, 
are  contained  in  Miscellaneous  Publication  300.  The  ROP  provisions  have  been  revised,  effective 
December  9,  1954, as  published  in  the  Federal  Register  of  that  date.  Reprints  containing  the  complete 
provisions  of  the  National  Poultry  Improvement  Plan  or  copies  of  Miscellaneous  Publication  300  may 
be  obtained  from  your  nearest  ROP  Supervisor  or  by  writing  directly  to  the  Animal  and  Poultry 
Husbandry  Research  Branch,  Agricultural  Research  Center,  Belt»ville,  Maryland. 

After  December  1955,  it  will  be  possible  to  obtain  the  1954-55  records  for  many  of  the  breeders  by 
writing  to  the  R.  O.  P.  Supervisor  of  the  State  in  which  the  specific  breeder  is  located.
